LARGE FLOWERING HYBRIDS 


BLUE DELIGHT — This variety has caused many an “oh and ah”’ at the greenhouse. 
A solid blue border of about 4” on a pure white background. Excellent foliage. 
$5.00/tuber. 


ELECTRA — A very flashy red variety. The brilliant red border blends into a delicate 
speckling as it meets a darker halo at the bowl of the bloom. A creamy white 
throat speckled in dark red extends the whole length of the tube. An exceptionally 
good grower, but needs good light to prevent leggy growth. $5.00/tuber. 


ORCHID —— This could be classified as a pastel between pink and blue, the shade vary- 
ing according to the amount of sunlight. The bloom is of medium size and was 
pictured in the book ‘“‘Gloxinias-— And How To Grow Them’’. Outstanding 
features of this plant are that it has shiny dark green leaves and is a very compact 
grower with abundant blooms. $5.00/tuber. 


PEACHES AND CREAM — Immense blooms of purest white with delicate suffusions 
of pink around the border. If you are fond of pastels this is one of the finest. 
$5.00/tuber. 


PINK SURPRISE ~The delicate pink petals of this variety are artistically speckled in 
a darker shade, and edged with a very narrow border of solid pink. The creamy 
throat is speckled dark pink. This is a selection from one of our most popular 
groups, B-6. $5.00/tuber. 


TRUD Y — Named for Mrs. Buell this is one of our choicest varieties both as to bloom, 
pattern, and leaf type. The plant was shown on the cover of Popular Gardening 
November, 1951. The color is medium to bright red with a white border speckled 
in red. The throat has a variegated red pattern on a dark cream base. $4.00 


ROYALTY SLIPPER SERIES 


MIDNIGHT QUEEN —— Our darkest Slipper Gloxinia. A rich dark purple of striking 
elegance. $4.00 


RUFFLED QUEEN —A very dainty slipper of speckled pink. The lower petals are 
more densely speckled than the upper petals giving a bicolor effect, and the flower 
is delicately ruffled. This is a selection from our S-5 group. $5.00/tuber.

During the blooming season each year when thousands of magnificent 
plants turn our greenhouse into a veritable fairyland of color, we spend 
days tagging superior plants to be offered in these color groupings. 


Each of the specially tagged plants is grown to maturity until the 
tubers are fat and well developed. Then the tubers are harvested and 
properly cured for just the right length of time. We have developed a 
special method of packing and shipping so that your tubers reach you in 
perfect moist condition. Our tubers are particularly easy to grow because 
they are harvested with their roots intact before shipment. 


We are often asked if there are any advantages of tubers over plants 
or vice versa. It is true that occassionally one will outperform the other 
but the important points to consider are these. Our tubers are not avail- 
able and ready to grow until November. Earlier bloom may be had by 
purchasing 214” plants in October and early November. During the winter 
months tubers are advantageous as they can be packed better against 
freezing. In March plants take the advantage for early summer bloom 
as tubers may have lost some vitality even under our carefully controlled 
storage conditions.

B-8 Suffusions of soft white and pink laced with lovely intricate patterns of deeper 
pink speckles. 

B-9 Lovely blossoms daintily bordered with pink, blending into a throat of pure 
white. Scarce. 

B-9a Similar to B-9 but with a wider border. 

B-10 Lovely blossoms daintily bordered with blue blending into a throat of pure 
white. Scarce.

B-i{ This years new color break. We call it “plum” or red-purple. Solid color to the 
throat or bordered with a light throat. 


B-{fa The same “plum” color as B-10 but this tends to be speckled. 


B-{2 We have made a new grouping for these this year. Flowers are basically purple 
with some speckling and a suffusion of red color. 


B-13 White Ruffles — A huge, ruffled, lacy creation, of sparkling brilliant white, with 
a delicate speckling deep in the throat. Some are tinted at the base of the petal. 
Scarce. 


B-1{4 Bold, flashing blossoms in an unusual rainbow pattern of soft reds, and orange 
reds in subtle indescribable combinations. 


B-15 Large, graceful flowers of white, tinted with delicate shades of light pink or light 
blue. Pure white under some light conditions. 


B-16 Large ruffled white, artistically dotted in red. Scarce. 


B-17 A superb deep purple overlaid with red. Blossoms large and ruffled. (We call this 
a mahogany red.)

For the most part these 
propagate and grow more slowly than other varieties, and therefore we 
must charge slightly more for them. As the foliage is often large and 
brittle, we sometimes find that it is better to ship slightly smaller plants 
in this grouping to assure safe arrival.
